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Annual Report (1996) of the Hadley Shade Tree Committee 


1996 was the year that the Board of Selectmen authorized the creation of a Shade Tree 
Committee for the Town. The Committee's purpose is to encourage the planting and maintenance 
of native trees in Hadley. We are grateful to the Board of Selectmen and especially to the Town 
Tree Warden, Mr. Michael Klimoski, for supporting the creation of this committee. We also want 
to thank the members of the Historical Commission who had earlier supported the creation of such 
a committee: Michael DiCola, Alexander Kulas, Dorothy Russell, Margaret Tudryn, George 

Urch and Richard Wilga. 


The Committee's main activities in 1996 were as follows: 


1) Established a town shade tree nursery on the grounds of the new Elementary School. The 
intent is that the nursery provide an inexpensive source of trees for the town while also serving 
educational purposes through providing hands-on projects for the elementary school's science 
program. (We would like to thank the Principal, Jillayne Flanders, The School Superintendent, 
Anne Finck, and all the members of the School Committee for their support in creating this 
nursery for the town). 


2) Requested and received technical assistance from the Urban Forestry Program at the 
University of Massachusetts in Amherst including the preparation of a partial survey and report on 
Hadley's trees by a student in the Urban Forestry Program, 


3) Did research to identify a target list of native shade and omamental tree species suitable 
for planting along roadsides in Hadley. 


4) Completed an application to the National Tree Trust in Washington, D. C. seeking 
hundreds of free tree seedlings to be planted in the Spring of 1998, 


5) Recommended guidelines for the commercial tapping of town sugar maple trees. 


6) Assisted the Tree Warden in negotiations with the Project Manager of Westmass' North 
Maple Street development to have several native shade trees planted on town property by 
Westmass. 


7) Contacted the State Department of Environmental Management Urban Forestry Program 
which has agreed to provide technical assistance and grant-funding information on tree programs 
the town could apply for. 


8) Worked with the Tree Warden co identify hazardous situations where trees either needed 
pruning, or were in such a poor condition that removal was required. (In this we were greatly 
aided by the fact that one of the committee members is a Certified Arborist who has extensive 
experience in this field.)

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
TO THE MODERATOR AND THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


During the past two years the Finance Committee has recommended and Town Meeting has 
approved budgets that have substantially reduced the use of available funds (free cash) to balance 
the budget. This past fall we actually increased the Stabilization Fund by approximately 
$250,000 bringing this fund up to approximately $550,000. The long term intent here is to grow 
the Stabilization Fund and to use part of the yearly interest to fund capital expenditures, reduce 
the need for tax increases and free up existing revenue to fund yearly budget increases. 


The budget we have presented for Fiscal Year 1998 continues this trend and can be balanced 
within our projected revenue without the use of free cash. This will allow us to continue as a 
town to plan for the future. 


We continue to be presented with increased service demands ranging from Park and Recreation 
programs to Public Safety concerns to additional Educational programs. While we have 
constructed and opened the new Elementary School and Public Safety Complex we are still faced 
with some major projects in the immediate future. Water lines need to be replaced and upgraded, 
a new fire truck is being discussed, the disposition of and or reuse of existing town buildings 
Hooker School, Russell School and the “old gym”, the old police and fire station, the “green 
house” as well as capping of the land fill all need to be addressed. 


The Finance Committee will continue to work with all departments to address these issues and to 
present to you a budget that attempts to make the best use and most equitable distribution of the 
revenue available. .

hundred dollars for each such abandonment thereafter and, in addition thereto 
shall be liable for costs incurred by a city or town in removing or disposing 
of such motor vehicle, including, but not limited to, towing, storage, 
processing and disposal charges. 


(e) A police officer, or a person assigned responsibility for abandoned motor 
vehicles by the parking clerk, who determines that a motor vehicle has been 
abandoned shall attach a tag to said vehicle containing, but not limited to, 
the following information: the current date, the location of said vehicle, its 
make, color, registration number, if any, and its vehicle identification 
number; a telephone number or address at which the owner may obtain 
information regarding the status of the motor vehicle; the hearing procedure 
regarding abandoned motor vehicles, as provided herein; and, a statement that 
after a specified period of time, the vehicle may be towed and disposed of. 


(f£) After said tag has been affixed to such vehicle, if the owner’s identity 
is ascertained and the motor vehicle is still deemed to be abandoned pursuant 
to section twenty-two C, the parking clerk or his designee shall send a 
written notice in a form approved by the registrar of motor vehicles by first 
class mail to the owner’s last known address as contained in records of said 
registrar of motor vehicles. Such notice shall be deemed sufficient, whether 
or not actually received by the addressee, if mailed to the address furnished 
by said registrar. Such notice shall contain, but not be limited to, the 
following information regarding the abandoned vehicle: the current date, the 
location of said vehicle, make, color, registration number, if any, and its 
vehicle identification number; the amount of the fine and costs assessed for 
the offense and the scheduled date, time and place of the hearing before a 
hearing officer. Notwithstanding the hearing scheduled by the parking clerk, 
the owner shall be granted a hearing prior to the scheduled hearing date by 
appearing at the office of the parking clerk during its regular business hours 
and requesting an immediate hearing regarding the apparently abandoned motor 
vehicle. Notwithstanding the hearing scheduled by the parking clerk, the 
owner may elect to have the matter adjudicated in accordance with the 
provisions of subsection (h). 


(g) All such hearings shall be held before a person hereinafter referred to as 
a hearing officer who shall be the parking clerk or a designee of said parking 
clerk. Such hearings shall be informal, the rules of evidence shall not apply

mounted), or mounted to the facade of an existing building or 
structure (facade-mounted) designed to facilitate the following 
types of services: cellular telephone service, personal 
communications service and enhanced specialized mobile radio 
service. 


cr Location 


The Wireless Communications Services District shall be located on all land 
owned by the Town of Hadley which is held in the care, custody, management and 
control of the Board of Selectmen, and on all land located in the Business 
District and Industrial Districts. The Wireless Communications Services 
District shall be construed as an overlay district with regard to said 
locations. All requirements of the underlying zoning district shall remain in 
full force and effect, except as may be specifically superseded herein. 
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D. Submittal Requirements 


As part of any application for a permit, applicants shall submit, at a 
minimum, the information required for commercial site plan approval, as set 
forth herein at Section VIII, as may be amended. Applicants shall also 
describe the capacity of the tower, including the number and types of antennas 
that it can accommodate and the basis for the calculation of capacity, and any 
accessory structures. All calculations shall be certified by, and bear the 
stamp or seal of, a Professional Engineer licensed in Massachusetts.

or panels,, construction of a new facility, or replacement of a 
facility shall be the subject of a new application for an 
amendment to the Special Permit. 


F. Use Restrictions - Wireless Communications Facility 


A wireless communications facility (other than a wireless communications 
tower) may be erected in a Wireless Communications Services District upon the 
issuance of a special permit by the Planning Board pursuant to Section VI, 
subject to site plan approval as set forth herein at Section VIII, as may be 
amended (without exemption due to size of structure), and subject to all of 
the following conditions: 


ry Installation on existing buildings or structures shall be 
camouflaged or screened and designed to be harmonious and 
architecturally compatible with the building or structure. Any 
equipment associatéd with the facility shall be located within the 
building or structure to the extent feasible. 


2¢ No facility shall project more than five feet above the existing 
roof line of the building or structure, or more than five feet out 
from the plane of the existing wall or facade to which it is 
affixed, provided such projections do not otherwise violate 
existing yard dimension or set-back requirements. 


3.3 Any proposed addition of cells, antennas or panels or replacement 
of a facility shall be the subject of a new application for an 
amendment to the Special Permit. 


G. Non Use 
All unused towers or parts thereof or accessory facilities and structures 
which have not been used for one year shall be dismantled and removed at the 


owner’s expense. Prior to issuance of a Building Permit for a wireless 
communications tower, the applicant is required to post with the Town 
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Treasurer a bond or other form of financial security acceptable to said 
Treasurer in an amount set by the 

Planning Board. The amount shall be suitable to cover demolition in the event 
that the Building Inspector condemns the tower (or parts thereof or accessory 
facilities and structures) or deems it unused for more than a year. The 
Building Inspector shall give the applicant 45 days written notice in advance 
of any demolition action.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
TO THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


This year has been a year of much activity and accomplishment. The most notable accomplishments were the 
completion of the new Elementary School and the Public Safety Building. Many volunteers and employees worked 
diligently on these projects. These two fine buildings are tribute to community spirit and cooperation. 


Improvements to the University Park, funded by a $1.8 Million grant, were completed and the new Mass Ventures 
building opened on schedule in the summer. These improvements included a road, water lines, sewer lines and a 
pump station, utilities, drainage and site improvements. When fully built out, the park will create more than 400 
full time jobs and retain as many. This development will diversify Hadley’s commercial sector, creating a more 
stable employment and commercial tax base. 


A $600,000 grant application was filed to convert Hooker School to a Senior Center. While it was denied we plan 
to re-submit it for the next grant funding round and are confident that it will be funded. The Board continues to 
seek input from town officials and citizens on the future uses of Russell and Hooker schools, the Old Gym and the 
Old Communication Center. Presently, the Town has leased Russell School and the Old Gym to the Pioneer Valley 
Performing Arts Charter School for $35,000 per year as an interim arrangement. Long term plans for these vacant 
buildings and funding for their upkeep, if necessary, need to be developed. 


A water system study was conducted this past summer by Almer Huntley and Associates to assess the present 
system, and to identify and prioritize necessary improvements. Standards for setting priorities included water 
pressure for fire suppression and service interruption. The highest priority was the area from the Stables Restaurant 
east to the Amherst town line. The second highest was the area from the Saturn dealership west to the Coolidge 
Bridge. The third highest was the West Street/North Lane and Bay Road area. Because of urgency and the need to 
coordinate with impending work along Route 9, the Board has placed an article to proceed with work along Route 9 
on this year’s annual Town Meeting warrant. While, we are seeking funding assistance, approval of the work needs 
to proceed if we are to meet the timetables established by the state. We plan to proceed with the West Street area 
with the approval of Town Meeting in 1998. These projects are crucial to keeping the water system functioning. 


The Board completed negotiations with the University of Massachusetts for a payment-in-lieu of taxes to help 
support public safety operations in Hadley. As a result, Hadley will receive $39,000 per year for three years, unless 
additional PILOT legislation passes at the state level. PILOT legislation has been filed to fully fund payments-in- 
lieu of taxes on state-owned land. Presently, this PILOT program is only partially funded. It is likely the Board will 
re-submit to town meeting next year the petition to obtain legislative approval to impose a user-fee on for-profit 
events at the Mullins Center. This legislation passed in the House, but passage in the Senate was uncertain, so the 
Town opted for the compromise agreement for the interim. 


In response to concerns regarding Used Car Licenses and limitations, the Board re-vamped Class 2 license 
regulations with input from town boards and class 2 license holders. We hope this process has clarified matters for 
business owners, abutters, citizens and town officials.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AND WATER DEPARTMENT 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The following projects were undertaken and completed by the Highway and Water Department 
in 1996: 


The winter of 1995-1996, a record breaking year for snow accumulation, severely tested the 
Highway Department, both financially and in expended manpower. Because of the large snow 
accumulation during the 1995-1996 season, the amount of time and money spent on snow 
removal significantly increased over the previous year - especially on Monday, January 8, 1996 
when very heavy snow and blizzard-like conditions prevailed. 


Utilizing Chapter 90 money, the redesign of the intersection of Knightly and Roosevelt Street 
was completed. I would like to thank a local contractor, River Drive Excavating, Tom Wanczyk, 
for their experienced help with this project. This corrected a safety problem in this area. Also 
using Chapter 90 money, a design for resurfacing North Maple Street was completed. Under the 
Transportation Improvement Program (T.I.P.) This project will be bid in February 1997 and paid 
for entirely by Massachusetts Highway Department (MHD). In addition, a section of Bay Road 
from East Hadley Road to the Amherst town line is being designed using Chapter 90 money for 
total reconstruction. This work also will be entirely funded by MHD. 


The following roads were resurfaced during the year utilizing Chapter 90 funds from the state: A 
portion of Middle Street from Maple Avenue to Bay Road and the intersection of Bay Road, the 
intersection of Knightly and Roosevelt Street, Roosevelt Street from the Amherst town line to 
Stockbridge Street, Moody Bridge Road and Spruce Hill Road. Also, a section of Shattuck Road 
was resurfaced. In addition the following roads received stone seal coatings: Huntington Road, 
Breckenridge Road, Sunrise Drive, Mitch’s Way, Crestview Drive, Maplewood Terrace, Bargate 
Lane, Edgewood Terrace, Mill Valley Road from South Maple Street to the Amherst town line, 
and Chmura Road. 


A used street sweeper was purchased using funds from a Surplus Account. In addition, a new 
backhoe was purchased for use by the Highway Department using Chapter 90 funds. An older 
backhoe was traded toward the purchase of the new one. A new 1-ton dump truck was purchased 
using money budgeted for that purpose. The town also sold by advertised bids surplus 
equipment including a dump truck and two pickup trucks. The town received, through surplus 
equipment, a used automobile to be utilized by the Building Inspector. The number of vehicles 
that the town owns and the amount of time required to maintain them has greatly increased over 
the past three years. 
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A new Pole Barn for equipment storage was started in November 1996 and will be completed in 
1997. This building is being built using Chapter 90 funds form the Massachusetts Highway 
Department. Highway Department labor is building the pole barn. I would like to thank Western 
Massachusetts Electric Company for their help in setting the poles into the ground. This 
structure is greatly needed for storage of equipment that presently is parked outside, thus subject 
to adverse weather conditions and vandalism. The work being done by Highway Department 
employees greatly reduced the cost of the equipment storage building. 


Other tasks completed by the Highway and Water Department included the following: Installing 
a sidewalk at the new Elementary School from Hadley Place to the new school with the help of a 
local contractor, Karl’s Excavating; erecting snow fences, patching potholes, jackhammering and 
repaving of areas prone to large potholes due to the excessive cold weather of the winter season, 
repairing of guard rails, maintenance of all dirt roads, repair and replacement of street signs and 
mowing alongside roads ditches and ballparks. A drain line was installed from the North Hadley 
Hall parking lot to North Hadley pond. Playground equipment was removed from Hooker | 
School. Loam donated by Westmass Corporation was hauled to the Highway Garage and 
stockpiled for future use by the town. 


Trimming and cutting of trees within the Town was accomplished using department personnel 
and outside contractors. The Town removed Thirty-four (34) dead trees throughout the town and 
stumps were ground up and areas loamed and seeded. New trees were planted on Bay Road, 
Huntington Road by the cemetery, Route 47 south, Middle Street, West Street and on North 
Maple Street. A newly formed three-member Shade Tree Committee was established which is 
looking into the possibility of receiving grant money for planting of trees. In the future, work 
envisioned by the Committee includes a large tree inventory of trees and volunteer work. A 
small nursery was planted at the new Elementary School with donated trees. In addition, 
Westmass Corporation, developer of University Park, donated a number of trees which were 
planted on North Maple Street. More than one hundred (100) trees donated by the Pipezynski 
family were planted in various areas throughout the town. This is a positive step for the Town of 
Hadley in the area of tree management. A winter storm on December 7, 1996 severely damaged 
numerous trees throughout the town due too heavy, wet snow. Many large trees and branches 
fell from the weight of snow and many roads were closed due to power lines in roads. A 
tremendous amount of broken branches and limbs have damaged a lot of trees forever. 


Inspections of the dike near the landfill were conducted throughout the year. The inspections 
were done either by boat or by walking on top of the dike. A number of roadside ditches were 
dug by the Highway Department, including ditches on Chmura Road, Route 47 north, and Rocky 
Hill Road. Several other small roadside ditches also were dug. 
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The Water Department replaced several fire hydrants, including hydrants on Mt. Warner Road, 
and Rocky Hill Road, Comins Road, Middle Street, and North Maple Street by Route 9. On 
Cemetery Road, a leaking valve was repaired and a new water line was installed to replace an 
older galvanized line and new house services were tied into the new line. The old water lie was 
shut off and cut. 


The Water Department completed the annual flushing of water lines throughout the town. A 
total of Thirty-eight (38) water service applications were taken out during the year for houses or 
commercial property. Water services were tapped by Water Department personnel. 


During 1996, the town pumped a total of 240,560,198 gallons of water. The installation of water 
meters throughout the Town is nearly complete and conversion of a few remaining gallon 
reading meters to meters readings in cubic feet are underway. The Water Department also has a 
program underway to change older water meters. I would like to mention that last year the town 
pumped 250,819,900 gallons of water compared to 240,560,198 gallons this year. This decrease 
is partly due to the installation of water meters throughout the town. This represents a 10 
million-gallon reduction over the previous year. 


As part of the sampling schedule prepared by the Department of Environmental Protection the 
Water Department conducted tests on unregulated inorganics and secondary contaminants. 
Radionuclides were tested and nitrate and nitrite testing was conducted as required by DEP 
regulations. The Backflow Prevention program continued with the installation and testing of 
devices throughout the Town. Telemeters at the Mt. Warner Road station were replaced during 
the year. The Water Department remained in compliance with all D.E.P. regulations and 
requirements for testing for 1996. A water study was completed by Almer Huntley Associates. 
This study should lead the town in the right direction for water main replacement. Water tanks 
were inspected periodically during the year. 


A number of water breaks occurred throughout the year. Breaks occurred at the Bess Eaton 
Donut Shop on Route 9 and also on Cemetery Road. At this time I would like to mention that 
water line replacement of older water mains must take place soon. Based on age of water mains 
and size, top priority for replacements are lines on Route 9 east of North Maple Street and on 
Route 9 west of Bay Road and West Street. 


The Highway and Water Department continued to maintain the roads, the water system and the 
trees of the town in the best possible condition with the funds available. Again, I wish to thank 
all members of the department for their hard work during the year and hope for the continued 
support of the residents of the Town of Hadley.

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REPORT OF THE SEWER DEPARTMENT 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


In 1996 one of the Sewer Commissioners, Richard Waskiewicz, passed away. His assistance on 
the board will be missed. 


1996 was a busy year for the Sewer Department. Another new pump station was constructed for 
the new industrial park University Business Park. This new station will serve any other new 
developments that decide to move to that park. 


96 loads, totaling 833,000 gallons of sludge were shipped to Waste Stream Environmental 
Company for dewatering and incineration. 


Approximately 1.5 miles of pipeline were cleaned using Town equipment and personnel. Many 
manholes were also inspected as well as all new sewer service installations. All pump station 
wetwells were cleaned and inspected. All outside equipment was painted as well as was all the 
trim on all the pumping stations. 


Twenty one new entrance permits were taken out in 1996. Seventeen were for new houses, three 
for commercial buildings and one for an addition to a nursing home. 


The Wastewater Treatment Plant received 120 million gallons in 1996 to be treated. The plant 
also took in 625 loads of septage. Out of town septage accepted were 524,025 gallons. Out of 
town users paid to the Town of Hadley $52,402 for receiving and treating their septage. In town 
users also added another 245,065 gallons for an additional $24,506. This added income has 
helped keep our annual budget increases to a minimum. 


The Hadley Wastewater Plant met all state and federal requirements for the plant effluent 
discharged to the Connecticut River in 1996.

REPORT OF THE HADLEY POLICE DEPARTMENT 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The year of 1996 will long be remembered by the members of the Hadley Police Department: It is the 
year we moved to our new quarters on East Street. We anticipate that we will accomplish our effort to 
serve you more efficiently. I cordially invite you to see our new building if you have not had the 
opportunity to. On behalf of my officers and command staff, I wish to extend my sincere appreciation 
for the facility. 


During the year, I applied for and received an additional $75,000.00 grant under the Universal Hiring 
Program from the Department of Justice. This grant will allow us to hire an additional full-time officer 
and assist us in the funding of that position. Also, during the year, the town was allotted funding from 
the University of Massachusetts to offset expenditures from my department in connection with events 
at the Mullins Center. We anticipate hiring an additional full-time officer with this funding. 


We continued our efforts in the elementary school with the DARE program. Our second graduating 
class continued to be enthusiastic with the program as were the second and fourth graders who 
completed an abbreviated DARE course. The sixth grade was rewarded for their efforts by taking 
them on a field trip to Riverside Park. To continue the DARE program, | again applied for funding 
and was awarded a $6,000.00 grant. In connection with DARE and in cooperation with the AMC 
Theaters, we launched the “Stamp of Confidence” program in the elementary level. This program 
assists our efforts to recognize our youths in doing an excellent job to remain drug free. 


During the year, I applied for and received a $735.00 mini grant for the education and enforcement of. 
child restraints. This program was a huge success and included a seminar at the elementary school on 
the importance of “buckling up.” 


In the latter part of the year, | was awarded a $2,500.00 Law Enforcement Block Grant to combat the 
current auto thefts and breaks into cars within the town. We hope this will serve as a deterrent to our 
crime rate in those areas. 


We continued our efforts with the TRIAD program in cooperation with the Council on Aging. Routine 
meetings and survey sent out will direct us to our citizen’s concerns for safety within the town. A 
contribution by the Easthampton Savings Bank also will bring a golf cart to the shopping areas to assist 
our seniors. 


On October 30, 1996, the Town of Hadley officially went on line with the Enhanced 911 System. This 
equipment obtained at no cost to the town, will now serve us to give you a faster response for your 
emergencies. I encourage the citizens to utilize it for emergencies. 


Inclosing, I wish to thank the citizens of Hadley and the area police departments for their support and 
assistance during 1996.

In 1996. the Public Safety Building Committee conducted thirty (30) public meetings. 
The Public Safety Complex facility. located at 15 East Street. was substantially 
completed and turned over to the town on June 7. 1996. 


On August 22, 1996. the police and fire departments moved into the new Safety 
Complex and began operations. On Sunday. September 15, 1996 a public open house 
was held, with many residents visiting our new and most impressive facility. The 
modern jail cells are the first ever in the town. It was a pleasure to see all the fire 
fighting equipment arranged for rapid deployment in the large apparatus bays. 

The E-911 telephone service for Hadley was put into full operation on October 30. 1996 
in our uniquely equipped dispatch and communication center. 


The permanent plaque in the lobby reads in part: 


“This Safety Complex is dedicated to the men and women who serve the public safety 
of the citizens and visitors in the Town of Hadley, Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
(t) The building committee warmly remembers FRANCIS MUSHENSKI. First assistant Fire Chief. 

who served the committee and the Hadley Fire Department until his death in January 1996.” 


We are confident this new Safety Complex will serve the town well for the next fifty 
years and are proud to have helped make it possible.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


During the year, the department responded to 145 emergency incidents, a 5% percent increase over the 
previous year, with an increase in responses for residential fire alarms and Carbon Monoxide Detectors. 
Mutual Aid, Hadley Firefighters assisted Sunderland once, and in turn received help from Sunderland at 
a brush fire on Shattuck Road. 


Equipment. 


During the past year, a Carbon Monoxide-Gas Detector Test Unit was placed in service, this unit has 
worked very well on calls pertaining to CO detector activation. Residents are encouraged to call the fire 
department any time they have concerns about Carbon Monoxide levels in their homes. In December the 
EA Deparment received as a donation, a Rescue-Alive Ice Rescue Unit from the Balise Auto 

ealership. 


In preparation for an Insurance Services Inspection of certain town departments, a test of the fire 
department’s pumpers found that all three full size units required some repairs. The two newer units, 
1986 Eng.2 stationed at Hadley Center, and 1972 Eng.4 stationed at North Hadley, each required repair 
or replacement of all pump intake and discharge valves in order to pass a pump certification test at draft. 
The 1961 Eng.1 stationed at Hadley Center, required the replacement of pump pipework just to allow its 
use from a hydrant supply. The age and scarcity of pump parts, does not allow for cost-effective repair 
work, this older unit will no longer pass a pump certification test at draft. The need to replace this unit 
with an up to date apparatus, is a top priority. While the addition of a used 1954 Maxim 85 ft. Aerial 
Ladder unit to the department roster, since the last I.S.O. inspection is a credit to the department, the age 
of the unit makes its reliability a question. The rapid growth in commercial and residential occupancies, 
will continue to increase fire department activity and the level of service capability required to meet the 
need for adequate up to date fire vehicles. I will be requesting the funding for a suitable replacement fire 
apparatus vehicle to replace the two older vehicles, in the form of a combination unit at the next town 
meeting. 


Training 


A number of classes were conducted on an individual company basis, along with several multiple 
company drills under the direction of the Chief. 


Fire Prevention - Administration 

The day to day needs of running a department with part-time personnel, continues to be a challenge. | 
believe that the need to provide the fire prevention and inspection services necessary, to a town with such 
a large and continually growing business district, along with the increasing need to keep a department 
staff that is entirely WAT up of part-time personnel adequately trained, requires the time commitment 
that only a full-time Fire Prevention-Administrative- Training Officer can provide. 


In closing my report, I wish to thank all the personnel who responded to emergencies and training 
exercises during 1995.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
TO THE SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Hadley Board of Health issued the following permits for 1996: food 94, tanning 3, massage 
2, catering 1, motels 6, bakery 6, recreational camp 1, transport of offal 15, title V installers, and 
Sunday frozen dessert 53. 


In addition to issuing the preceding permits and collecting the necessary fees, the Board of 
Health also inspects all food serving establishments in Hadley, and oversees the installation and 
repair of all septic systems in accordance with state laws. For 1996 18 permits for installation of 
new septic systems were issued. Along with 12 permits for the repair of existing systems. 


The Board of Health, with technical services provided by Almer Huntley Associates, is 
continuing the process of capping the old landfill with the comprehensive assessment report to be 
submitted to the Department of Environmental Protection in the spring of 1997. Water tests have 
shown Hadley’s closed landfill has not affected groundwater quality in the area, and all parties 
involved in the monitoring and closing project are optimistic that final closure costs can be kept 
to a minimum. 


Operation of the Transfer Station, also under jurisdiction of the Board of Health, is running 
smoothly. The residents of Hadley have one of the highest rates or recycling in the 
Commonwealth, and should be applauded for their efforts. 


Members of the Board of Health Al Szarkowski, Dave Farnham, and Greg Mish, have completed 
the Massachusetts Public Health education program and have all been recognized by the 
Massachusetts Health Officers Association, and certified as Board of Health members. 


Appointments by the Board of Health for 1997 are: Public Health Nurse: Patricia Osip, 
Plumbing Inspector: Peter Salvatore, Alternate: John Moriarty; Food Service Inspection: David 
Zarazinski; Animal Inspector: Marilyn Iwanicki; Title V Observers: Victor Cendrowski and John 
Banash. 


The Board of Health wishes to thank all the citizens of Hadley for their continued efforts to 
insure that their community maintains a safe and healthy environment.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


A total of 277 permits were issued in 1996. The sum of $44,709.15 was received in permit fees. 
There were 641 inspections performed and 12 serious violations investigated. 49 annual 
inspections of schools, restaurants, motels, theaters, and other assembly type areas were 
performed with 11 of them in violation of the State Fire and Safety Codes. The sum of 
$1,709.00 was collected in fees for these annual inspections. Another $640.00 of annual 
inspections were waived. These included municipal and nonprofit buildings. $2,115.00 of fees 
were waived for building permits. These included nonprofit signs, accessible ramps and 
municipal buildings. A total of $49,473.15 was collected for all permits, fines and inspections. 


A new edition of the State Building Code is now in effect. The sixth edition went into effect on 
February 28, 1997. Both the fifth and sixth editions are permitted to be used until August 27, 
1997. On August 28, 1997 only the sixth edition is to be used. Many new changes have 
occurred. The most important for the homeowner is the new model energy code. All new 
houses must meet a new strict energy regulation regarding the entire house design. This will 
ensure a minimum overall energy usage. 


This year’s certification training and education for all certified building inspectors concentrated 
on seismic (earthquake) design requirements and the new code changes. I have completed three 
courses for seismic design and have also completed a two-day course on flood construction 
design. 


For the first time, starting this year, comes a whole new regulation regarding the grading of local 
building departments by the insurance industry I.S.O. (Insurance Services Office) which has 
completed an evaluation of the towns building department. We have not been informed of our 
“grade.” Based on the grade we receive a credit will be filed under the program that will effect 
insurance for all businesses and homeowners. I do have a booklet for anyone who wishes to 
review this particular program. 


In closing it has been a very busy year with more than enough to keep the department busy. The 
following year is shaping up to be no different. I wish to thank all for a great and interesting 
year.

The town 
also saw increased commercial growth along the eastern end of Route 9 and 
a major increase in residential construction. 


Some of the major duties that the department performed during 1996 were: 


Real estate sales and deed transfers were updated as soon as 
the office received them from the Hampshire County Registry 
of Deeds. 


Automobile excise tax billings were turned over to the 
Collector upon receipt from the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
for collection. 


The Board handled several Appellate Tax Board cases as well 
as Real Estate and Personal Property abatement applications. 


Boat excise tax bills were also mailed in 1996. 
In closing, the Assessor's Office will do its best to perform its 
assessment function adequately and equitably. The Board seeks to 
establish an ongoing, cooperative relationship with the public it serves 


and all other town departments and will continue to work toward that end.

During the past year, the amount of licensed dogs in town increased but there were still a lot of 
hold outs. This coming year we will do even better. The licenses helped to identify several dogs 
I picked up running loose. Please license your dog and put that tag on his collar. The 1997 
licenses are now available . 


At the upcoming Town Meeting, I am going to propose fines for unlicensed dogs and for dogs 
running loose. I have fielded several calls about a small group of habitual offenders. These 
offenders will be the first priority when the fines are established. 


I am available to help with problem animals at any time. I also can loan out my box trap to catch 
the critters. Call me at anytime to loan the trap whether the animal are wild or domestic, makes 
no difference. Please do not dump unwanted animals at another location. For instance, I 
recently responded to a call of a ferret that was abandoned at the Hampshire Mall !.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Conservation Commission had an especially busy year, as construction plans along Route 9 
signaled a booming economy. Yet another major development at the Hadley-Amherst line will 
go forward during 1997. The new Rivers Protection Act went into effect as of August. This law, 
creating a 200-foot setback from rivers for almost all construction, produced little but confusion 
during 1996 but will doubtless result in permit applications during the coming year. 


The open space plan prepared for the town by Commission Secretary Jennifer Dempsey and 
Hitchcock Center Director Dave Ziomak, is going into its culminating phase. One public 
meeting was held in 1996 and more are planned for 1997. The air is to determine how the 
townspeople would like to handle the preservation of open space, especially farmland. 


The drainage plan commissioned last year is almost ready. Michael Klimoski has worked hard 
with the Commission’s consultant to produce a professional plan of our waterways. Drainage is 
always an important issue in Hadley, and the record rainfalls of 1996 made it even more so. 


The Commission welcomed two new Associates (nonvoting) members, Thomas Fil and 
Miles Hollister, as of January 1997. 


Our meetings are held at Town Hall, generally on the third Tuesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. 
and are open to the public.

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1996 REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


The Council is governed by a volunteer board of seven members. "The 
duties of the Council shall be to identify the total needs of the 
community's elderly population; educate the community and enlist the 
support and participation of all citizens concerning these needs; 
design, promote, or implement services to fill these needs, or 
coordinate present existing services in the community; to promote any 
other programs which are designed to assist elderly activities in the 
community." The approximately 1000 Hadley residents who are 60 years 
of age and over were served with the goal of improving their quality 
of life and allowing them to remain active and independent in their 
own community. During 1996 services and activities available included 
information and referral, newsletter, elderly and handicapped 
transportation, health care, health insurance counseling through the 
S.H.I.N.E. program, income tax assistance, fuel assistance support, 
and recreational, social, and educational events. 


The Council worked cooperatively with many service agencies and 
organizations including Highland Valley Elder Services--a private, 
non-profit Home Care Corporation--providing a variety of services to 
Hadley's senior citizens including a congregate lunch program (3988 
meals served) and home delivered meals (7776 meals). Fred Mastendino 
continued to serve as the Council's representative on the H.V.E.S. 
Board of Directors and as a member of their Finance Committee. 
Membership was maintained in the Massachusetts Association of Council 
on Aging and Senior Center Directors, Western Massachusetts 
Association of Councils on Aging, Hampshire Council of Social 
Agencies, and Massachusetts Intergenerational Network. 


During 1996 the Board of Selectmen appointed Rita Bishko as a Council 
member filling the position vacated by Walter Aldrich. The Council 
staff consisted of a part-time program coordinator, Jane Wagenbach 
Booth, part-time stand-by van drivers, Adolph Pipczynski and Chester 
Konieczny, and volunteer, Antoinette Jensen, who continued to provide 
regular weekly office assistance in addition to donating her time to 
many other Council activities. Our many dedicated volunteers offered 
the support and assistance necessary to successfully conduct our many 
programs and activities. Between July 1995 and June 1996 our 
volunteers provided an estimated 2564 hours of service valued at 
$24,544. 
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Financial support continued to be provided by the Town, the 
Massachusetts Executive Office of Elder Affairs, Highland Valley Elder 
Services, and donations from Town residents. 


HEALTH SERVICES An October Health Fair held at Hopkins Academy 
offered flu shots and cholesterol, blood pressure, and blood sugar 
screenings. Blood sugar clinics conducted by Patricia Osip and blood 
pressure clinics by Sophie Filkoski and Nellie Frankevicz with 
Antoinette Jensen assuming responsibility for the clerical duties were 
held monthly. Sally Tripp of Hampshire County V.N.A. and Home Care 
Services continued to offer Senior Health Services to residents. 


EDUCATIONAL/RECREATIONAL SERVICES Distributed to senior residents and 
other interested businesses and individuals, the newsletter provided 
valuable information on elder issues and services. A Tai Chi exercise 
program begun in October was well received resulting in a second 
series of classes scheduled to begin in January. Weekly crafts 
instruction and bingo games were made available through the efforts of 
crafts instructor Mildred Banas and bingo staffers Antoinette Jensen, 
Veronica Piziak, and Mary Vachula. The year's handcrafted items were 
displayed in April in conjunction with the Annual Volunteer 
Recognition and Elder Law Week program. The program topic, "The 
Basic Estate Planning Package: Wills, Durable Powers of Attorney, and 
Health Care Proxies", was presented by Richard Szlosek, Esq., of 
Northampton. 


Other special activities included a senior citizen picnic and the 
introduction of an intergenerational companion program in cooperation 
with Hampshire Youth 2000 and the Hopkins Academy Honor Society and 
Student Council, a trip to the Eastern States Exposition, and the 
annual holiday party where entertainment was provided by the Hopkins 
Academy Junior High Chorus under the direction of Edward Forman. The 
newly formed TRIAD/S.A.L.T. Council arranged for a Senior Safety 
Seminar in September and conducted a Senior Citizen Survey in 
December. The great effort by the organizers of these events as well 
as the generous support provided by residents and local businesses are 
appreciated. 


TRANSPORTATION Schooltime Transportation continued as the P.V.T.A. 
paratransit (van) service provider of elderly and handicapped 
transportation for the newly coordinated program for the "Northern 
Tier" (the towns of Hadley, Northampton, Amherst, Pelham, and 
Leverett). This Council continued participation on the Northern Tier 
Paratransit Advisory Committee. The town-owned Council van was 
utilized to meet needs unmet by the regular program as well as for 
biweekly shopping and local event van trips. 
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EFFORT MADE TO ESTABLISH A SENIOR CENTER The location of a central 
site where programs may be conducted and expanded remains a goal of 
this Department. An unsuccessful grant proposal was made to the 
Massachusetts Community Development Block Grant Program Senior Center 
Fund for the purpose of converting Hooker Elementary School to a 
handicapped accessible senior center. Current plans are to reapply 
next year. 


We wish to thank the dedicated staff and volunteers of the Council, 
the personnel of the other town departments, and the residents and 
businesses of Hadley who supported and cooperated with this department 
during 1996.

The past year has brought many new changes to the Park and Recreation Commission. After may years 
of service from Commissioners Marianne Wanczyk and Joanne Waskiewicz, two new members, Jeff 
Mish and Teresa Kokoski, were elected to the board. The former commissioner, Joanne Waskiewicz, 
was appointed as the Park and Recreation Program Coordinator. Office hours were set up daily for 
residents of the town. The Old Hopkins Gym was no longer available to use by the Commission, with 
the town leasing out the facility to the Charter High School. This meant a move to a larger office space 
in the North Hadley Village Hall.

Soccer continued to be a very popular program in the fall with over 95 children in grades 3-6 
participating in the Quabbin Valley Soccer Club. The Instructional Soccer program was held in 
September for 8 weeks, for children in Grades Kindergarten to 2nd Grade. Spring Soccer was offered for 
the first time and 4 teams joined the Pioneer Valley Soccer League. 


T-Ball proved to be another popular program for children Age 4 to Grade 2. This was held for 6 weeks 
in May & June. On Saturday, April 6, the Annual Easter Program for all pre-school to Grade 4 took 
place at the Old Hopkins Gym. As usual, we had a wonderful turnout.

The Library was host to a successful fun time Story Hour on three Thursdays in July, with 
volunteers Reverend Kary] Leslie as storyteller, Jean Baxter in charge of crafts, Patrick Dragon 
the movie projectionist, and the Potyrala family in charge of refreshments. They were assisted 
by eight helpers among the older children. We thank these volunteers who were so generous of 
their time and talent. A total of 68 children attended, plus several parents. The large hall on the 
second floor was used for the first time for some of the activities. 


Several books have been bought with money donated as a memorial to a deceased person, and 
the library was a recipient of a quantity of good used books from Natasha Stankiewicz, Lottie 
Pucylowski, Carolyn Hayes, and several anonymous donors and a magazine rack was given by 
Alfred Szarkowski. We are grateful to all these donors. 


The Park and Recreation office is now occupying the next room to the library and is a welcome 
addition to the Town’s use of the North Hadley Village Hall.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


1996 will long be remembered as an historic year for Hadley. The newly constructed 7.1 million 
dollar Hadley Elementary School was ready for the start of school on August 28, 1996. The staff from 
Hooker and Russell Schools, under the able guidance of Principal Jillayne Flanders and an outstanding 
custodial crew, made a smooth transition to the new school in June. Everyone worked diligently over 
the summer to prepare classrooms and ready the building for the students. Our appreciation is 
extended to each and every one who worked on this project, starting in 1988 with the Building Needs 
Feasibility Study Committee, to all the dedicated work done by both Building Committees over a 
period of eight years, and to the community for their unfailing support. We should all take great pride 
in this wonderful new facility which will serve the students of Hadley for many years to come. 


The new school has also received tremendous support of both time and money from many of the 
town’s clubs, organizations and businesses. The Hadley PTO’s Play It Safe Committee not only raised 
enough money to purchase top-notch playground equipment, but also organized the volunteer work 
parties that assembled the equipment on site. Thank you PTO, especially Barbara and Scott Kellog 
who headed up Play It Safe with a roster of outstanding committee members. This group started its 
campaign under the competent guidance of Paul and Marian Benjamin of Benjamin Co. who steered 
them to a match grant benefactor, namely Florence Savings Bank, in the amount of $7,500. It took 
many fundraisers and generous donations from organizations such as the Hadley Police Association, 
the Trustees of Hopkins Academy and many others in order to meet this challenge and we are truly 
indebted to all who helped make the playground a reality. 


It is amazing what a small town can do when they put their minds to it. With contributions from First 
Massachusetts Bank, Hadley PTO, Play It Safe, and Mothers Club, a Gift Account was established and 
later appropriated by the voters. By accepting this account, the town became eligible for a 62% 
reimbursement from the state. What this means in terms of buying power is that the Gift Account of 
$47,502.63 would become eligible for an additional $77,504.29 from the state for a total of 
$125,006.92. not bad for a $47,502.63 investment ! To each and everyone who played a role in 
amassing this Gift Account, take a bow. We must also report that since the Fall Town Meeting more 
donations have been received. The new school’s general contractor, Fontaine Bros. donated $1,000 to 
be used for library books and National Evaluation Systems generously donated $4,000; and if the 
voters again see the value of the state’s 62% reimbursement, this money can also be maximized. 
Thank you to Fontaine Bros. and NES for their generosity. 


While the major focus has been on the new school, other projects and fundraisers were also taking 
place. The Hopkins Academy Marching Band set out to raise $29,000 to purchase new uniforms. 
With $18,000 already raised, this goal was met in December when the Trustees of Hopkins Academy 
topped off the campaign with a gift of $10,000 for uniforms with an additional $1,000 to outfit the 
color guards and majorettes. Raising this amount of money involved the efforts of many, including the 
Band Boosters, the Hopkins Booster Club, parents, students and many of our local businesses. Hadley 
has always taken great pride in its Music program and the Marching Band. This latest endeavor again 
highlights the value the townspeople have for this program and the confidence it places in Mr. Ed 
Forman’s leadership and talent. 
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Over the summer several projects were completed at Hopkins Academy. The handicap access ramp 
and walkway into Hopkins Academy was constructed. We would like to recognize Mr. Jerome 
Yezierski and Justin Yezierski for their collaboration during the planning stages of this project. We 
must also acknowledge the assistance we received from the Highway Department, who did an 
outstanding job preparing the site. The walk-in cooler/freezer was replaced in the Hopkins kitchen 
along with the installation of a new dishwasher. In late summer, a new 71 passenger school bus was 
purchased with the able assistance of our town mechanic, John Waskiewicz. 


Our school district is so fortunate to have dedicated administrators, teachers, and support staff. We'd 
like the community to know that in order to meet the requirements of Time and Learning under Ed 
Reform, our professional staff voluntarily increased their teaching time to meet these requirements. As 
a School Committee, we admire their continued commitment to quality education. We must also 
recognize our principals, William Mahoney and Jillayne Flanders, for their commendable leadership 
skills and extend our appreciation to Dr. Nicholas Young for his consistent high energy and dedication 
to pupil services. It goes without saying, a school system is only as good as its leader, and we are truly 
fortunate to have Mrs. Anne Finck at the helm as she continues to guide our schools into the 21st 
century. 


To all the town departments who unselfishly assist us throughout the year, thank you. To our support 
staff, the custodians, secretaries, bus drivers, and cafeteria personnel, thank you for continuing to make 
our students and our schools your top priority. With all the major and minor details that present 
themselves when moving into a new building we would be remiss if we didn’t extend special 
recognition to Peter Klimoski and Carol Trane for their diligence. We’d also like to acknowledge Mrs. 
Florence Davidson for her many years of service as Secretary to the Superintendent of Schools and 
wish her well as she embarks on semi-retirement. 


In conclusion, we applaud the continued support of the Trustees of Hopkins Academy. Day in and day 
out, their generous grants enrich the educational lives of our students and staff. To PTO, Mothers 
Club, Booster Club and all the local businesses and organizations who continue to support our schools, 
we are genuine in our acknowledgment of your many contributions.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 
I, herewith, submit my fifth Annual Report as Superintendent of Schools. 
EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMMING 


Educationally, this has been a year of solidification ans assimilation. For the Hadley Elementary School it 
has been a year to meld staff from four buildings into one cohesive group and enjoy a continuity of services 
under one roof which has not been possible in the past. Hopkins Academy has begun preparation for 
accreditation which occurs every ten years and is most important for our college bound students. Many of 
our neighboring schools are currently struggling with issues around Education Reform which we have dealt 
with and completed over the last two years. Many systems are having difficulty implementing the Time 
and Learning requirement due to contract disputes. Despite our small size, Hadley is currently in 
compliance with all requirements of the Education Reform Act including instructional time requirements, 
School Councils, School-to-Work programs, Dual Enrollment and elimination of the general track. We 
have also instituted long-block scheduling to maximize instructional time and implemented a local testing 
program in preparation for state mandated testing. Goals for the upcoming year will include a study of 
early literacy, coordination of teacher training and student programming in grades 5 through 8, and 
coordination of the use of technology throughout the district. The faculty and instructional staff of both 
buildings under the capable leadership of Mrs. Flanders, Mr. Mahoney and Dr. Young are to be 
commended for their willingness to give one hundred and ten percent to make the above accomplishments 
possible. None of our educational accomplishments would happen if it were not for the fabulous support 
staff such as the cafeteria staff, custodial staff and clerical staff. These “unsung heroes” are the people who 
make it possible for educators to implement their daily instructional programs without regard for the day-to 
day detail that goes into running a school. I would like to especially thank Florence Davidson who, for the 
past thirteen years, has taken care of all the tiny details that keep a school system functioning including 
multiple state reports, statistics, surveys, personnel matters, procurements, etc. which most people are not 
even aware need to be tended to. Florence has semi-retired and will be working only two days per week. 
I’m sure you join me in wishing her a most enjoyable retirement. 


PHYSICAL FACILITIES 


The highlight of the year, of course, was the occupation of the new Hadley Elementary School at the start 
of the new school year. The building is aesthetically pleasing, but, more importantly, maximally functional 
for modern day education. Much of this year has been taken up with tracking specifications against work 
done to ensure that the Town received all it was due from the architect and contractor. Mrs. Carol Trane, as 
part time secretary in the superintendents office has really exceeded her job responsibilities in meeting with 
the architect, contractor and subcontractors as has Peter Klimoski, custodian at the elementary school. 
Procurement of kitchen, custodian and instructional equipment under the project is being done out of the 
central office to maximize the purchasing power of project funds. This will save approximately fifteen 
thousand dollars in architect’s fees. When the procurement process in complete, Hadley students will 
benefit from a fully networked computer lab that should serve them well for years to come. We are also 
investigating networking the elementary school with Hopkins to access ISDN capability that is available at 
Hopkins but not at the elementary school due to the geographic location. It is important as we take this

leap into technology to ensure that we can afford to operate the systems we purchase. We are most grateful 
to the community for providing this wonderful facility for the children of Hadley and to all those volunteers 
who spent many hours fundraising and constructing a wonderful playground for the children. In the 
interest of brevity I refer you to the Report of the Hadley School Committee for a detailed list of volunteers 
and donors who have made this wonderful facility even more special. 


While Hopkins Academy in one year changed from being our “new building” to our “old building” it has 
been maintained in an exemplary manner so it is still a facility to be proud of. Visitors to Hopkins who 
have the opportunity to visit many secondary schools always comment on the condition of the building as 
well as the demeanor of the students. Again we want to thank the community for the fiscal support that 
allows us to support this building and for sending us students who respect the facility provided to them by 
the community. Each year we attempt to complete some project to the physical plant that will prolong the 
life of the building. In the past few years we have retubed both of the main boilers, addressed accessibility 
complaints filed by the Office of Civil Rights, installed parking spaces and sidewalks to make the front 
entrance accessible to wheelchairs, replaced interior and exterior doors under a Community Development 
Block Grant, installed strobe light fire alarms per OCR standards, installed handicapped accessible drinking 
fountains, enlarged and renovated the office area, replaced the freezer, cooler and dishwasher in the 
Hopkins kitchen which all failed within weeks of each other. During the current fiscal year we have 
concentrated on replacement of malfunctioning aged steam traps to increase efficiency and effectiveness of 
the heating plant. Projects contemplated for the coming year include replacement of several more interior 
and exterior doors and caulking of existing windows at Hopkins as well as some badly needed exterior 
work to prevent deterioration of the Town owned “Trustees House” adjacent to Hopkins Academy. 


COMMUNITY SUPPORT 


As in the past, the citizens of Hadley have shown their commitment to the children of Hadley through their 
support of the school budget as well as the provision of excellent school facilities. We are especially 
grateful to the citizens for their support of the “gift account” at the fall town meeting enabling us to get 
62% state match for funds raised by community groups for the new elementary school. Again in the 
interest of brevity I refer you to the report of the Principals and Chairpersons of the School Committee for a 
more detailed list of individual and group contributors to the schools. I do want to express the appreciation 
of the school community to each and every one of you for the emotional and fiscal support you provide to 
the students of Hadley and to the school staff. 


Lastly, | would like to express my appreciation for the opportunity to be Superintendent of Schools in 
Hadley. I have to admit, over the past four years, | have missed working with students on a daily basis. 
With the completion of the elementary building project I am looking forward to being back in classrooms 
again and becoming re-involved with the educational process. When I meet with my colleagues from other 
systems, I realize what a great school system this is and I thank you for the opportunity to be a part of it.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF HOPKINS ACADEMY

Hadley. 


I am happy to submit my second Annual Report as Principal of Hopkins Academy. The current 
enrollment, as determined by the October 1, 1996 count is as follows

Initiatives and Updates 


Following the complete restructuring of both the Middle School (grades 7 and 8) and the High School 
(grade 9-12) last year, 1996 has been a year to evaluate, adjust and expand concerning the many changes 
which took place to comply with Education Reform. 


First and foremost, we have monitored our students achievement through standardized tests (Iowa Tests, 
PSATs, SATs, and the Massachusetts Educational Assessment Program), report cards, mid-term reports, 
honor rolls, college acceptances, teacher feedback, student feedback and parent feedback. Based upon 
the information available thus far, the majority of our students are handling the changes very well, and 
comparative analysis shows that they are very competitive with other students at the regional, state, and 
national levels. An expanded curriculum, with an influx of current technology, has addressed issues 
which arise when comparing large schools and small schools (such as Hopkins Academy), dispelling the 
myth that we cannot offer enough, or be as up to date. 


The Hopkins Academy staff is continuing in their efforts to effectively use the long block schedule, 
challenge all students in predominantly heterogeneous classes, incorporate interdisciplinary units, 
include technology in the classroom and teach students how to work together. As this process is 
ongoing, the staff has also begun to undertake the task of a complete self evaluation for our scheduled 
reaccreditation visit by the New England Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges from 

March 29, 1998 through April 1, 1998. Students, parents and community members will also be serving 
critical roles in the development of our self study. Obviously, we anticipate that we will do well, but 
more importantly, we hope that the process will allow us to identify strengths and weaknesses and 
ultimately, better serve our students. 
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Board of Trustees 


The Hopkins Academy Trustees have provided an incredible amount of financial support on behalf of 
our students during the past year. The pride and validation of effort which their gifts have instilled has 
been instrumental in increasing the value of a Hopkins Academy education. 


Under the direction of Mr. Mark Keller, Technology Coordinator, two requests were presented to the 
Board of Trustees for their consideration during 1996. One, sought the funding to create a Mac Power 
PC lab, and the second was to upgrade our existing computer lab, increase Internet access, add computers 
for the Arts, coordinate technology for Special Education and add printers, a scanner and a digital 
camera. Both requests were granted, totaling $37,077.00. 


The Trustees also joined the community in supporting the Band by providing $11,000.00 to add to the 
other fund raising efforts to purchase new uniforms. Project Close-up, a program allowing students to 
view the Federal Government first hand, received $4,000.00. The newly instituted Honor Roll Breakfast 
was also funded at a cost of $400.00 for the year. 


The class of 1996 received fourteen scholarships from Mr. William E. Dwyer, Jr., Trustee Chairman, at 
the Graduation Ceremony on June 7, 1996. The $17,750.00 awarded was most generous, and reflected 

the recognition of these students for their high achievement and contributions to Hopkins Academy by 

the Trustees. 


The Board of Trustees has stood by Hopkins Academy students, guaranteed that they will get what they 
need to compete, and then recognized them if they have accepted the challenge. Thank you. 


Supporting Organizations 


As has been the case for many years, numerous organizations, businesses and individuals have worked 
throughout the past year to support the Hadley Public Schools. 


Most notable in the year’s list of accomplishments is the cooperative effort put forth by the community 
in raising money to purchase new band uniforms. The Band Boosters coordinated the project which 
ultimately raised $29,000.00 for one hundred uniforms as well as uniforms for the color guard and 
majorettes. As previously mentioned, the Trustees were major contributors, joined by the PTO, Mother’s 
Club, Applebee’s, the Ground Round, and many more, whom I hope are not offended for not being listed 
here since their efforts are much appreciated. 


The PTO continues to publish “Chalktalk”, which has grown and become quite professional under the 
guidance of Publisher/editor, Pat Serio. The efforts of the PTO and Mother’s Club throughout the year in 
either sponsoring or assisting with Teacher Appreciation Day, Open House, Welcome Back Luncheon 
and many other activities make working for Hadley Schools most enjoyable. 


The contribution of over $4,000.00 for equipment and supplies from the Mother’s Club will certainly 


enhance the programs available to our students. Their continued sponsorship, along with PTO, of our 
Girls State nominees allows us to continue to make such opportunities available. The Hadley American 
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Legion, as it has for many years, supports both Hopkins Academy boys who attend Boys State each year 
as well. The Athletic Boosters completely fund our athletic uniform purchases and the Police 
Association lends financial support whenever requested for athletics and other programs. 


We are most fortunate to have so many people and organizations willing to spend hours and money for 
our students. 


Programs and Events 


Each year there are many events which take place at all schools, but the most significant is always 
Graduation, which is held on June 7, 1996. Twenty-five members of the Class of 1996 received their 
diplomas along with many awards, scholarships and best wishes for future success. Senator Stanley 
Rosenberg was the keynote speaker and Ted Kosier received the Distinguished Alumni Award. 


Another busy year saw many events which included: Speaker Derek Sanderson, Spirit Week, Team 
Harmony, Soccer games in New Jersey, all night Prom Party at Kidsport following a great Prom, 

Band and Chorus Concert, Field Trips, National Honor Society Induction, Class Night, Sports Awards, 
Expanded Career Awareness, Honor Roll Breakfast, Principal’s Leadership Award, D.A.R.E. Good 
Citizenship Awards, Students of the Month, HOBY Award and many, many more. 


The Hopkins Academy athletic teams had a great year as the Girl’s Softball and Basketball teams both 
were Western Massachusetts Runner-ups, while both the Girl’s and Boy’s Soccer teams competed in the 
District Tournament. The Boy’s Basketball team earned the Sportsmanship Award presented by the 
Western Massachusetts officials. As was the case last year, all of our Varsity teams earned grade point 
averages above 3.0, a most noteworthy accomplishment. 


Appreciation 


I cannot begin to thank all of the people who have made the past year so successful and enjoyable, but I 
can acknowledge some very special groups whom I work with regularly. Of course, the students and the 
staff here are wonderful and give their best effort, day in, and day out, no matter what the task. The 
School Council and School Committee are totally focused on the best interest of our students and as a 
result we are able to work together and realize many of our goals. 


The continued support of the taxpayers and the cooperative efforts of all town departments makes it easy 
to overcome even the most difficult challenges. My fellow administrators, secretaries, custodians, 


cafeteria workers, bus drivers and coaches make it a pleasure to work at Hopkins Academy. 


And finally, a note of thanks to Mrs. Linda Goulet who retired from Hopkins last summer after several 
years of dedicated service to the school as a secretary in the Main Office.

The long anticipated opening of our new elementary school was, without a doubt, the most important and 
most exciting event of the year. Amazing amounts of work went into getting us ready for the main event, 
and with the unselfish dedication of the elementary faculty, staff and our incredible custodians, the move 
was completed smoothly and efficiently.

The bank and 

school also worked together to collect canned goods and warm clothes for local shelters. 

Florence Savings Bank challenged the community with a $7,500 matching funds to build 

anew playground. We raised the money, and their staff came to help us build it. 

First Massachusetts Bank donated $1,000 toward new building needs and provided staff to build 

the playground. 

National Evaluation Systems of Amherst donated $4,000 toward the computer lab and 
technology needs. 


Professional Issues 

We welcomed two new faculty members to our staff in August 1996. Dr. Patricia Lord was hired as a 
special education teacher and testing liaison for; the schools when Mrs. Marta Montleon resigned. Mrs. 
Betsey DeVergilio joined us as the District’s speech and language therapist after Mrs. Kathleen Hurley 
resigned. 


Mrs.Kathleen Chlanda was honored with the Presidential Award of Excellence in teaching Science 
within the State of Massachusetts. This distinction placed her in the running for the national award. 
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Throughout the year, the elementary staff worked in concert with the Hopkins Academy staff to align our 
curriculum guides with the Massachusetts State Frameworks. Drafts were completed and submitted to 
the School Councils ad School Committee for review. 


The Elementary School Council continued to focus its School Improvement Plan on curriculum, teacher 
collaboration, and civility issues. All three topics were addressed in a variety of ways and work will 
continue on them throughout the academic year. The community is encouraged to contact members of 
the Council with questions about the elementary school and our program. Serving with me on the 
council are: Debra Hudak, Barbara Kellogg, Karen Leveille, Patrick Leighton, Edward Golding, Jeanette 
Stebbins, Judith Pelis, Karla Notarianni and Elaine Tudryn. The Council meets the first Monday evening 
of each month at the Elementary School. Meetings are open to the public.
